FOLLOWING the removal 
of Lutfur Rahman as 
mayor by an election court, 
further changes are being 
proposed to the way the 
council is run. 

Last week, the council 
received a letter from the 
Secretary of State outlining 
plans to issue additional direc- 
tions to the authority. 

This would give existing 
government-appointed com- 
missioners new powers. 


The council has until May 6 to 
respond to this proposal. 

The Secretary of State has 
also appointed two new com- 
missioners - Chris Allison and 
Alan Wood. 

They will join Sir Ken Knight 
and Max Caller, who were sent 
in by the government in 
December to oversee several 
functions of the council, 
including allocation of grants. 

The council has also received 
an updated direction to ap- 
point a permanent head of paid 
service.

Big smiles for a Princess

STAFF and patients at the 
Royal London Dental 
Hospital and Dental School 
in Whitechapel welcomed 
The Princess Royal when 
she officially opened the 
£78 million facilities. 

Her Royal Highness toured the 
hospital on Thursday, April 30, 
meeting dental staff from Barts 
Health NHS Trust and students 
from Queen Mary University of 
London (OMUL), as well as sur- 
prising patients. 

Courtnee Noys, a 25-year-old 
dental nurse manager who lives 
in Bethnal Green, was among 
staff who met the princess. 

Courtnee, who has worked at 
Barts Health for seven years, 
said: "It was fantastic to have The 
Princess Royal visit. She spent 
a lot of time talking to us about 
the new facilities and our teams 
really enjoyed explaining how 


the equipment works and how 
it is helping our patients. 

"It was also great fun for pa- 
tients at the clinics - you don't 
expect to meet a member of the 
royal family at the dentist's.” 

Young patient Rosanna Lucas 
also met and chatted with the 
princess. 

The 10-year-old has had exten- 
sive treatment to remove four 
teeth impacted in her jaw bone. 
The condition was causing her 
intense pain, sinus problems and 
worsening a pre-existing 
hearing condition. 

She presented the princess 
with a posy of flowers. 

After the tour, The Princess 
Royal unveiled a plaque to 
celebrate the UK's first new 
dental school and hospital to 
open for nearly 40 years. 

The princess said: "It is a plea- 
sure and a privilege to see the 
real step changes in technolo- 
gy used today. 



"It has moved on quite a bit 
and new buildings like this 
give the opportunity to see 
how well it works for everyone. 
There is a very nice atmos- 
phere here and I'm happy 
everything is going so well 
for patients.” 

The move to the five-storey 
premises, which have the most 
modern and technologically 
advanced dental facilities in 
the UK, took place over a six- 


week period in spring 2014. 

Dr Philip Taylor, clinical direc- 
tor for dentistry, Queen Mary 
University of London and Barts 
Health NHS Trust, said: "It was 
an absolute pleasure to welcome 
The Princess Royal. We hope that 
the visit provided Her Royal 
Highness with a good insight 
into our excellent facilities and 
the dedication of our teams to 
ensuring the bright future of 
dental health in London.”

Government plans new Town Hall powers

A council spokesman said: “The DCLG has outlined 
its plans for further Intervention. We welcome all con- 
structive engagement with the government. 

“Throughout this process, and the parallel process 
of the election petition hearing and judgment, our 
priority has continued to be the provision of excel- 
lent local services to our residents. This continues to 
be the case." 


Following the judgment of the Election Court on April 
23, the Electoral Commission has now determined that 
the former mayor's party, Tower Hamlets First, can no 
longer remain registered as a political party. 

This means that although Tower Hamlets First coun- 
cillors remain in post and can still be known as such, 
future candidates cannot stand in the party's name. 

Deputy mayor Oliur Rahman, who had acted in place 
of the mayor since the court judgement, confirmed 


on April 29 that he was unable to continue to do so. 
Until a new mayor is elected, those powers now lie 
with the cabinet members collectively unless they 
choose to appoint one of their members to act in place 
of the mayor. 

The council has put in place a package of measures 
to ensure a fair election. 

Voting for an executive mayor and a councillor for 
Stepney Green Ward will take place on June 11. 


Guidance 

against 

extremism

THE council has produced 
guidance to help parents 
and families keep their 
children safe from extrem- 
ist activity. 

The booklet has been pro- 
duced in association with the 
Council of Mosques, the Home 
Office and Action for Change. 

The guidance has been issued 
as part of the council's safe- 
guarding duties. 

It sets out the information and 
support that is available for 
parents and families if they 
are concerned about changes in 
their child's behaviour that 
could be linked to extremism. 

The guidance says that par- 
ents should seek help if they no- 
tice the following: 

■ Out of character changes in 
behaviour and peer relationships; 

■ Secretive behaviour; 

■ Losing interest in friends 
and activities; 

■ Showing sympathy for ex- 
tremist causes; 

■ Glorifying violence; 

■ Possessing illegal or extrem- 
ist literature; 

■ Advocating messages similar 
to illegal organisations such as 
Muslims Against Crusades or 
other non-proscribed groups such 
as the English Defence League. 

Robert McCulloch-Graham, 
council director for education, 


social care and wellbeing, said: 
“We have developed this guid- 
ance, with our partners, so that 
families can protect their chil- 
dren from extremist ideology or 
activity. We are committed to en- 
suring that children and young 
people can grow up in circum- 
stances that enable optimum 
and safe life chances.'' 

The guidance says that par- 
ents should: 

■ Know where your child is and 
who they are with; know your 
child's friends and their families; 

■ Talk to your child about what 
they see on the TV or the inter- 
net and explain that what they 
see or read may not be the whole 
picture; 

■ Encourage your child to show 
an interest in the community 
and show respect for people 
from ail faiths and backgrounds; 

■ Help your child to understand 
the dangers of becoming invol- 
ved in situations where they 
may not have full information; 

■ Teach them that expressing 
strong views and trying to 
change things for the better is 
fine but they should not take vi- 
olent action against others or 
support those that do; 

■ Keep lines of communication 
open, listen to your child and talk 
to them about their interests.

Bowel cancer study 

AN innovative study is helping 
cancer specialists predict 
survival of people with cancer 
of the small intestine (bowel), 
and understand how best to 
treat them. 

In the largest study of its 
kind, more than 2,000 re- 
searchers from six UK hospitals 
looked at the long and short- 
term survival of patients follow- 
ing surgical removal of part of 
the intestine - the only chance 
of a cure. 

Hemant Kocher, professor of 
liver and pancreas surgery at 
Barts Health NHS Trust and 
Barts Cancer Institute, Queen 
Mary University of London, led 
the study. 

Professor Kocher said: “Due to 
the rarity of duodenal cancer we 
simply do not know enough 
about it. This study provides a 
clue to how the disease travels 
through the body, which is key 
to knowing how to beat it.'' 

The findings will have 
implications for future surgery, 
helping medics to understand 
why some people respond to 
surgical treatment, while oth- 
ers do not.

STUDENTS from Raine’s 
Foundation School are 
better prepared to make 
decisions on whether to 
choose university, an ap- 
prenticeship or another 
form of job training, 
having spent a morning 
with Tower Hamlets Edu- 
cation Business Partner- 
ship (THEBP). 

The year nine students are 
taking part in Aim2Attain, a 
programme the charity runs to 
promote higher education and 
training opportunities. 

A panel of three THEBP staff 
members set out various 
routes open to the young 
people, and each employee 


described their own job and 
education background. 

One had been to university 
and one completed a successful 
apprenticeship with the 
charity and now has a full- 
time post. The third joined 
the partnership in the last 
couple of weeks having comp- 
leted a graduate employment 
scheme with East London 
Business Alliance. 

The students then toured the 
partnership offices and inter- 
viewed staff about their jobs, ca- 
reer and education backgrounds.

Super-healthy snacktime

A PRIMARY school in 
Poplar is promoting 
healthier eating by run- 
ning a cooking competi- 
tion and producing a 
recipe book. 

Banana Bytes is a healthy 
eating project designed to help 
tackle the high level of child 
obesity in Tower Hamlets by 
enabling children, parents and 
primary schools to create their 
own campaign. 

Mayflower School chose to 
focus on snacks, as unhealthy 
snacking can cause children to 
gain weight. 


Pupils, helped by parents and 
staff, took part in a competition 
to choose the best snacks for 
their recipe book. Contestants 
were given a colourful array of 
vegetables and fruits from 
Chrisp Street Market to choose 
ingredients from. 

Children and staff judged 
the recipes on their taste and 
presentation and the public 
health dietician made com- 
ments on their healthiness. 

Three winners were chosen: 
Rayhana and Hamza, Rejeka 
and Radiah and Naznin and 
Rasa. Their winning recipes are 
featured in the booklet. 

The children also designed a 


logo and made fruit sculptures 
to help promote their dishes. 

Newby Place health centre 
supported the project and, on 
April 24, children presented 800 
healthy snack booklets to its 
medical director Dr Osman Ali. 

Dee Bleach, Mayflower 
headteacher, said the children 
enjoyed taking part in the 
campaign. 

“The leaflets look very appeal- 
ing so I hope residents try mak- 
ing some of these delicious 
healthy snacks,” she said. 

Sarah Hammond from Art- 
Spokes, the social enterprise 
which runs Banana Bytes, said 
the competition introduced 


children to unusual foods 
and encouraged them to 
consider healthy choices in an 
exciting way. 

The nine-month pilot project 
involved four primary schools in 
Poplar. Information from the 
campaign is now being shared 
with other families through 
recipe leaflets, a booklet, and 
posters and videos distributed 
to health centres, including 
Newby Health Centre, Bromley 
by Bow Connection Zone, and 
Idea Store Chrisp Street.

FAST food/make-it-your- 
self’ ice cream, technolo- 
gy and mobile phone cases 
were some of the ideas 
Bow School students came 
up with to sell in their own 
pop-up shop. 

The year 8 pupils were taking 
part in a business programme 
run by Bank of America Merrill 
Lynch and Tower Hamlets 
Education Business Partnership 
(THEBP). 

The Project Biz workshop was 
part of the award-winning 
Financial Education & Employ- 
ability Skills (FEE) programme, 
which runs at Bow, Swanlea 


and Mulberry schools. Year 
groups 8 and upwards at 
each of the schools take part 


in tailored workshops, learning 
about finance, careers in the 
financial services sector, enter- 


prise and employability skills. 

The bank's employees and 
other business volunteers help 
deliver the programme so that 
students learn directly about 
the financial world from people 
already working there. 

Project Biz Involved teams of 
students supported by a busi- 
ness volunteer from either Bank 
of America Merrill Lynch, 
Barclays, Lloyds Banking Group 
or SapientNitro, a digital mar- 
keting agency. 

First they looked at the prin- 
ciples of buying and selling 
and the roles within a compa- 
ny, before playing a trading 


game to underline the con- 
cepts of profit and loss. 

Teams were then charged 
with developing a business 
idea for a pop-up shop and 
pitching their plans to a virtu- 
al local authority. 

Bow student Mohim All was 
managing director for his team. 

He explained: “Our business 
is called CheapTeq. Were selling 
laptops, phones and tablets 
but our unique selling point is 
that you can pay in instalments 
and we'll give you training 
on how to use the equipment 
and apps.” 

CheapTeq was pipped to the 


winning post by another tech- 
nology firm, TechTown. 

Sarah Hinch from Sapient- 
Nitro was a first-time volunteer 
on the scheme. 

She said: “I only signed up 
a couple of days ago so I had 
no prior expectations and 
was open-minded. It's been 
really good and well run - and 
I felt I was able to contribute 
quite a lot. 

“The concepts are not 
something I would normally 
expect the students to be taught 
until they are a bit older but 
it was all put across in a really 
relevant way.”

Paxk fund hits target 
after £58,000 pledge

THEY’VE done it. The 
fundraising drive to bring 
to life an historic lodge in 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery 
Park (THCP) has reached its 
target, following a last 
minute appeal by commu- 
nity groups. 

Representatives from the 
Friends of Tower Hamlets Ceme- 
tery Park and Shuffle, a festival 
which incorporates film, perfor- 
mance and education, launched 
the crowd-funding appeal, call- 
ing for the support of individ- 
uals and businesses. 


The Friends manage the park 
and are supported by over 3,000 
volunteers who take part in 
nature conservation work 
throughout the year. 

In the summer of 2014, Shuf- 
fle Festival relocated to the park 
and used the historic lodge as 
its base. This proved a success 
and the hope of opening it up 
permanently was born. 

Now, the £58,399 raised will 
go towards renovating and 
extending the lodge with 
plans for a new office for the 
Friends, a community cafe and 
event space. Plans also include 
a science laboratory and 


conservation workshops, as 
well as an exhibition space and 
music venue. 

Kenneth Greenway, ceme- 
tery park manager, said: “We're 
so overwhelmed by the massive 
amount of support we received 
to make our crowd fund appeal 
a reality. 

“A total of 340 people pledged 
to support the lodge project - 
which is quite simply amazing. 
We would like to thank every- 
one for supporting us and Shuf- 
fle, to help us make our dream 
for an exciting hub for the 
cemetery park a reality."

creative director, and Lizzy Daish, 
from the festival team, said: “We 
are all thrilled with the mnaway 
success of the crowd funding 
campaign and the passion of the 
people and companies who 
have contributed to making 
something lasting and unique 
in Mile End. 

“The Shuffle team is now 
working to deliver a lively, beau- 
tiful and high quality extension 
to the existing building.

WREATHS were laid, black 
balloons released and a 
minute’s silence observed 
as construction workers 
gathered to mark this 
year’s International Work- 
ers Memorial Day. 

Building worker's union 
UCATT, which organised the 
event at a building workers 
statue next to the Tower of 
London, on Tuesday, April 28, 
said construction is Britain's 
most dangerous industry. 

Five building workers lost 
their lives in London between 
2013-14. 

Jerry Swain, regional secretary 
for UCATT London and South 
East, said: “Workers Memorial 
Day is a day to be both sombre 
and angry. 

“It is when workers come to- 
gether to remember their 
colleagues who were killed or 
injured at work and when they 
vow to make sure that lives are 
not needlessly wasted in the 
future." 

The theme for this year's 
event was the risk posed to 
workers through exposure to

On trail of WWI 
medical history 


Fancy being a market trader? 


A FAMILY-friendly educational 
trail has been launched which 
traces the medical history of 
Whitechapel in World War I. 

The work was created by 
local pupils, including students 
from Madani Girls' School, 
Whitechapel and Central 
Foundation Girls School, Bow, 
who shared their research. 

It was developed after 
the students researched 
archives and conducted field 
studies. 

Their project - created at 
Queen Mary University of 
London's science education hub 
Centre of the Cell - has result- 
ed in a trail exploring key 
locations, people and medical 
innovations that have shaped 
Whitechapel over the past 
century.

£3x11 grant fund 
open for bids

THE revised mainstream 
grants programme (MSG) 
has been opened for appli- 
cations by the council. 

This will see approximately 
£3 million invested in third sec- 
tor organisations to deliver real 
change for those most vulner- 
able in the borough. 

Third sector organisations 
working within the borough can 
apply for funding to help the 
council achieve its strategic ob- 
jectives as set out in the com- 
munity plan, reducing 
inequality in the borough and 
making Tower Hamlets a great 
place to live. 

The existing programme was 
scheduled to close at the end of 
March 2015, but was extended 
by up to five months by the two 
government appointed com- 
missioners to determine grant 
allocation at the council. 

Organisations will be invited 


to apply for funding in areas 
where they can add value to the 
work of the council. 

These opportunities have 
been divided into five themes:

Sir Ken Knight, lead commis- 
sioner, said: "The council has 
opened up the revised MSG 
programme to applications. 

"This money has been a vital 
source of funding for third sec- 


tor organisations for many 
years. This new criteria will 
streamline these funds, to en- 
sure that the people of Tower 
Hamlets really benefit from 
this funding. 

"I am hopeful that the projects 
that these funds will go to- 
wards will help the council de- 
liver noticeable change for those 
most vulnerable in the area.'' 

Chris Holme, acting corporate 
director of resources at the 
council, added: "This is a major 
milestone in delivering a fair and 
transparent mainstream grants 
programme. 

"Work will now commence in

With changes in how people are paid Job Seekers Allowance 
happening this year, FITH is offering advice that is set to 
help people manage money and payments each month.

Advice from the 
Financially Inclu- 
sive Tower Hamlets 
Partnership (FITH) 

THIS year, single people in 
Tower Hamlets who are 
claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance (JSA) and are 
new claimants, or have a 
change in circumstance, 
are beginning to be moved 
over on to Universal 
Credit. 

This will mean some people 
will be paid most of their ben- 
efits in one monthly payment. 

The Department of Work and 
Pensions will write to let you 
know before this happens to 
you. Over the next four years the 
government is going to try and 
move everybody on JSA on to 
this new payment method. 

Managing money monthly 
can be tough at first. At the 
beginning of the month, it is 
easy to feel comfortable and not 
worry about what you are 
spending. But towards the end 
of the month, things can get 
very tight and money can very 
quickly run out. 

At FITH, we have developed 
some top tips for monthly 
budgeting. 

Our first is to go and see 
your local advice agency for 
support, whether that's the 
Citizens' Advice Bureau, the 
Bromley by Bow Centre, The 
limehouse Project, Island Advice 
or Toynbee Hall, we are all here 
to support you and to make sure 
this benefit is properly applied. 

Secondly, make sure you have 
the right financial product. We 
think everybody on Universal 
Credit will need to have a 
transactional bank, building 
society or credit union account. 
If all you have at the moment 
is a Post Office card account, 
consider opening a basic or 
current account. 

This will enable you to set 
up direct debits or standing 
orders to pay for things like your 
rent. Don't worry if you have a 
bad credit rating as access to a 


basic account is not judged on 
creditworthiness. Just make 
sure you have photo ID and 
proof of address. 

Lastly, prioritise your expen- 
diture. Make sure you pay for the 
important things first. 

Not paying rent or council tax 
will have a major impact on your 
life. It could result in you losing 
your home or ending up in jail 
therefore, as well as being able 
to buy food, this is the most 
important bill to pay. 

Make sure that you pay court 
fines and any other statutory 
requirements. 

Then make sure that utilities 
are covered - gas, electricity and 
water. 

If you are falling behind on 
payments and are getting into 
debt, we always recommend 
that you get professional 
support. 

There is lots of free informa- 
tion and help online from na- 
tional charities including 
National Debtline 0808 808 
4000 www.nationaldebtline. 
org and StepChange Debt Char- 
ity 0800 138 1111, www. step 
change.org 

You can also get a face to face 
appointment locally at Island 
Advice or Toynbee Hall. 

In addition to these three 
golden rules, there are lots of 
other things you can do. Give 
yourself a weekly spending 
limit and keep it in a separate 
account. 

This way, you won't spend too 
much at the beginning of the 
month and run out at the end. 
Also challenge yourself to try 
and save £1 a day. 

Many of our Money Mentors 
have been doing this and, if you 
do this for a year, it can make a 
big difference when an unex- 
pected expenditure pops up. 

The FITH project is running 
short budgeting workshops 
across Tower Hamlets so keep 
an eye out for one near you.

THE Virgin Money London Marathon 
was full of heroes. But not many of 
them pounding the streets of east 
London can say they were beaten 
by a superhero. 

In fact Spiderman, alias Tower Hamlets 
and Victoria Park Harrier Paul Martelleti, 
beat The Flash, another Marvel character, 
to set a new world record for running the 
race dressed as a superhero. 

Martelleti had made a last minute deci- 
sion to compete because a week earlier he 
had won the Greater Manchester Marathon 
in 2hrs lymins. 

It is the first time that he has run in any- 
thing like a Spiderman suit, which includ- 
ed a full mask. 

"I thought I don't really have the physique 
for the Hulk!” said Martelleti. 

"It was all very last minute. I still don't 
even know how it came into my head to 
be honest,” he added, who has claimed 
six victories over the half-marathon 
distance so far in 2015 including wins in Bath 
and Brighton. 

“I do like to do back-to-back marathons 
or marathons in close succession,” 
explained the New Zealand-born ultra 
runner, who last November formed part of 
Great Britain's team for the IAU 100km 
World Championships in Doha. 

Martelletti had to apply for his attempt 
to be considered for a Guinness World Record 
and, although he missed the initial dead- 
line, he was able to pay to fast-track it. 

As a result, the Run Fast athlete set up a 
Crowdfunder page for anyone who might 
wish to back him in his challenge, with any 
money raised above his £600 target to 
go to the charity Parkinson's UK. 
Wapping Hockey Club players 
Anne Coleman (ladies' 4s), Dan 
Carter (men's 6s) and Maria Fowler 
(ladies' 3s player & coach) raised 
£7,658.8 for three charities as part of their 
efforts. 

Dan raised £3,282 for Prostate 
Cancer UK to commemorate the 20th 
anniversary of his father losing 
his battle with the disease. Anne 

generated £2,364. for Cancer Research 

UK and Maria took in £2,012 for Help 

for Heroes.

At Mayfield House, a circle of 
men quickly fills up as Will 
encourages the group to rub 
their hands, stamp their feet, roll 
their shoulders and lift their 
knees to their chest, to wake up 
their joints. 

Then the tempo of traditional 
Somali music increases as the 
men are told to lift their feet in 
unison, rock from side to side, 
rock back and forth and lean in 
and out with their heads. 

Then, to the lyrics of What 
Shall We Do With The Drunken 
Sailor, the participants shake 
about and conduct rowing and 
rolling movements with a huge 
rubber band stretched around 
their hands. 

Adan Mahmed, 77, said he 
makes an effort to attend the 
weekly sessions because he 
enjoys the physical and social 
benefits of dancing. 

"When I move, I feel better," 
he told East End Life. 

"Both slow dancing and quick 
steps make good exercise. I also 
love chatting to my friends." 

Suleman Adan, 74, who lives 
in Whitechapel, said he used to 
dance a lot when he was 
younger. Now, after 50 years as 
a seafarer, he enjoys meeting up 
with friends during the sessions. 

"Dancing energises me," he 
told East End Life.

The mystery of London’s lost village 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


IT SOUNDS like something from a 
fairytale -a Brigadoon for the East 
End perhaps. 

But 'the lost village of Blackwall' was real 
enough. The wonder was that a commu- 
nity so close to the busy-ness of the East 
End docks could be almost entirely cut off 
from the rest of London. 

Even odder, it remained a mystery even 
to its many neighbours on the Isle of Dogs 
(itself a place apart from the bigger map 
of London). 

Accidents of geography (and the way 
industrial development literally built 
walls between neighbouring parts of the 
dock) were the reason. Look at the map, 
and you'll see the River Lea curving round 
to form a little peninsula of land, before 
it empties, as Bow Creek, into the 
River Thames. 

Directly opposite the northern tip of the 
Greenwich Peninsula, and looking out at 
The 02, it's like a mini-mirror image of the 
Isle of Dogs, which lies to the south east and 
across the Thames. 

This eastern part of Blackwall, now 
known as the Leamouth Peninsula, but for 
many years known as Orchard House, 
was remote enough in the 1700s, a 
marshy and unpromising stretch of 
rural Middlesex. 

But the coming of East India Docks in 
1803 changed things forever. It was 
now cut off from the rest of Poplar and 
hard to access by road. And so began a 
curious duality. 

The area saw vigorous industrial 
development, but the people of Orchard 
House grew ever more isolated and 
forgotten by the rest of Poplar. When one 
journalist visited 'London's lost village' in 
1931, he found no public transport links in 
(or, of course, out). But where had the lost 
village come from? 

In the year 1800, the peninsula was home 
to two landed estates. Orchard House (or 
Permell) covered 20 acres, the whole of the 
eastern part of the spit of land. 

Orchard House itself was a grand house 
with a moat and an orchard, and is shown 
on a map of 1573. Like much of the East End, 
it was downwardly mobile and by the ear- 
ly 1800s was listed as Mrs Webber's 'tippling 
house'. It remained a pub until its demo- 
lition in the 1870s, by which time it was "in 
such an utterly tumbledown condition that 
there is no alternative but to pull it down". 

And thence, through a series of owners, 
the estate passed into the hands of the East 
India Dock Company, ever greedy for land

into which they could expand east from 
their Blackwall base. 

The old Orchard House estate would join 
the Wigram Estate, otherwise known as 
Goodluck Hope, which occupied the north 
of the peninsula. Listed in the 14th centu- 
ry as Godelockhope, by 1440 it was divid- 
ed into two holdings, one "a hope of reeds 
with a fishery", the other "a farm with graz- 
ing on the wall in the East Marsh". 

Over the following centuries, changes of 
ownership showed the changing nature of 
the peninsula - through a succession of 
farmers, then to cooper Richard Govey, and 
then to the East India merchant Sir Robert 
Wigram, until the land ended up in the 
hands of the East India Dock Company 
itself (though the FitzWigram family 
owned parts of the estate well into the 
20th century). 

But with all its development, the new 
adjunct to the East India Dock became ever 
more remote. Before the construction of the 
docks in 1803-6, the Orchard House area was 
linked to the old centre of Poplar by a road 
leading eastwards out of Poplar High 
Street, dating back to at least the second 
half of the 16th century. 

Now a new road, named at various 
points Orchard Street and then Leamouth 
Road, ran into the peninsula, but enclosed 
as it was between high brick walls (the docks 
on either side) it was scarcely welcoming 
to visitors. And as a peninsula, the area had 
no through traffic. Little wonder that few 
knew of its existence, while the population 
themselves rarely strayed from home... a 
mini Isle of Dogs in fact. 

And the area had much to deter visitors. 
Increasingly industrial, it was home to 'stink 
industries' such as the rendering of whale 
blubber - the 'Greenland trade' providing 
soap for Londoners. Coopering was another 
important trade. As blubber rendering 
declined in the 19th century, shipbuilding 
became important, with the dominant firms 
being Gladstone, Snook & Company, the 




Samuda brothers, R. & H. Green, and Ditch- 
burn & Mare, and the skills being handed 
down from father to son, 

But by the mid-i8oos, the biggest firm on 
the peninsula wasn't a shipbuilding yard 
but the great glass works of the Thames Plate 
Glass Company, which occupied the north 
end of the Goodluck Hope. Newcomers 
appeared at last, with most of the workers 
being migrants from the older glass- 
making centres in the north of England. 

There was a Roman cement works (the 
raw material delivered to the site by barge), 
tar and turpentine distilleries and a marine 
engine manufactory, conveniently located 
beside the Thames. Noise and stench 
were constant features of life on the 
peninsula. Now followed a firm of seed 
crushers, a railway steel axle-box compa- 
ny, a sack and bag company, and a firm 
of sugar refiners. 

And finally, came the Blackwall Galva- 
nized Iron Company, which, as a branch of 
the steel firm Richard Thomas & Baldwins, 
survived here until the 1960s. From its ini- 
tial three sites the firm expanded until it 
was at least as large if not larger than the 
glass works which preceded it. Shipbuild- 
ing all but disappeared on the Thames, 
surviving only here, with a number of small 
yards turning out boats and barges. 

As for the village itself? Although a 
small hamlet grew up around Orchard 
House in the 18th century few further hous- 
es were built before the 1800s, one of the 
earliest new developments being Leamouth 



Place, a cul-de-sac of 19 brick cottages 
erected in the late 1820s by the renowned 
East End shipbuilder Richard Green. The two- 
storey cottages, with long front gardens and 
yards at the back, had four rooms and a 
wash-house. Not bad for a 19th century 
working person's dwelling, and more new 
houses were raised, with the hamlet's 
population touching 400 or so. 

The view of the people themselves was 
unsparingly negative. "One of the worst 
slums in London," said one visitor. Anoth- 
er described the people as "rough, very poor... 
close-knit and inward looking... and inbred". 
The people had a "peninsula character, cut 
off from outside influences". 

There was no church but plenty of pubs. 
Booth's great survey described only ten per 
cent of the streets as "respectable". One of 
those who spoke to Booth said "the law as 
ordinarily understood hardly runs in Orchard 
Place and a policeman is very rarely seen". 
And an extraordinarily unchristian view was 
taken by Father Lawless of the Presbytery 
in Upper North Street. He described the lo- 
cals as "hardly human" and "incarnate 
mushrooms", adding that "God must have 
made a mistake in creating them". 

And by the late 1930s, they were 
largely gone. The LCC razed the entirety of 
the housing under slum clearance. Some 
300 souls moved out, largely emptying 
the area. Most were dispersed around the 
East End, some further out into Middlesex 
and Essex. 

The village was lost forever.

POLLING for the Tower 
Hamlets constituencies in 
the Parliamentary Gen- 
eral Election takes place on 
Thursday, May 7, and res- 
idents are being urged to 
use their right to vote. 

The council has been work- 
ing closely with the police and 
the Electoral Commission to 
maintain the integrity of the 
elections and investigate any al- 
legations of fraud robustly, as the 
contests for Bethnal Green and 
Bow and Poplar and Limehouse 
approach. 

If you are voting in person 
on Thursday, you must be able 
to make your choice free- 
ly without any intimidation 
from others. 


Police will be based at all 
polling stations on election 
day and will not allow groups 
of supporters to obstruct 
voters' free access to the poll- 
ing station. 

If you have chosen to vote by 
post, you should ensure that you 
do not allow anyone else to han- 
dle your ballot paper. 

You should complete the bal- 
lot paper and postal vote state- 
ment yourself and send them 
in the envelope provided directly 
to the Town Hall. 

If you prefer, you can hand de- 
liver the sealed envelope to 
any polling station on Thursday.

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There's a definite buzz around beekeeping in the borough, with schools and community grou 


ACCORDING to the British Bee- 
keepers’ Association, one in three 
mouthfuls of the food we eat is 
dependent on pollination at a time 
when a crisis is threatening the 
world’s honey bees. 

In recent years, bees have faced sub- 
stantial health challenges and are in decline 
in Europe and North America due to 
pesticides, habitat loss and disease. 

In Tower Hamlets, a number of 
community organisations have taken up 
beekeeping to help combat the decline and 
to teach adults and children about the 
importance of bees.

UNTIL she retired in March, Stella Bailey - 
pictured above - was deputy headteacher 
at George Green’s Secondary School on the 
Isle of Dogs. 

“We've had the bees for approximately four 
years now and we’ve got four hives,” Stella told 
East End Life.

rant in Borough Market. It is really delicious.” 

The school ran a beekeeping course, funded by 
the East End Community Foundation, and 18 peo- 
ple were trained as beekeepers. 

“Five are now regular volunteers who keep a 
check on our hives,” she said. 

The school has a community garden where a 
variety of flowers and vegetables are grown. 

“There is a very distinctive lavender and rose 
flavour to our honey.”

MEETAL Patel and John Leiper have 
been keeping bees for almost sev- 
en years now. Their hives are kept at 
Stepney City Farm. 

“This place is fantastic/' Meetal said. 

"We've been here for five years and it is 
a really nice long-term home for the bees. 

"At our peak we had four hives going but 
we recently lost one colony. It survived all 
through the winter but, when we 
checked on it a couple of weeks ago, the ^ 
bees were all dead. It must have been | • 
struck with some kind of virus." 

Colony collapse disorder is a 
phenomenon in which worker bees 
in a colony abruptly disappear. It is 
significant as many crops worldwide 
are pollinated by honey bees. Many possi- 
ble causes have been proposed - pesti- 
cides, infections, malnutrition, loss of habitat 
and genetic disorders. 

Meetal explained that people don't 
really know enough about it to say what the 
specific causes are. 

"There are lots of different species of bees 
but honey bees are the only ones people keep, 
so we don't yet know enough about it," he said. 

Meetal and John plan to split one of the 
hives and hope that will increase their bee

population. The 
I'-'V^ltwo are also 
planning to run 
beekeeping experience days. 

"We get a lot of questions about bees and 
honey," Meetal told East End Life. 

"We want to educate people so they 
know more about the consequences of pes- 
ticides, what plants to grow to help feed bees 
and how they can provide homes for bees." 

The two make full use of the bees' produce. 
They sell Pearly Queen Honey and they have 
also created goats' milk and honey soap as 
well as beeswax candles. 

They are in the process of setting up a 
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Lps setting up hives and making their own honey. Jacqueline Haxthill visited some of them.

co-op and the beekeeping experience will 
form part of this work. All profits will be 
ploughed back into the business. 

Meetal said: "If people understand more 
about bees, they can make little changes. Just 
having a window box with flowers on your 
sill helps." 

Keeping a bee house in your garden can 
provide a home for the solitary bees (this type 
of bee does not make honey but is still an 
important pollinator). 

By planting flowering plants for honey 
bees, you can provide the foods they need 
from spring right through to winter. In 
doing so, you support all kinds of bees and 
other pollinators with the continuous 
supply of the pollen and nectar they 
require. In turn, this creates habitats which 
produce the berries and seeds that wildlife 
depends on. 

The first bee experience day at Stepney 
City Farm is on Sunday, May 10 at lpm. Reg- 
ister interest and find out more details by 
following Pearly Queen Honey on Facebook 
or @PearlyOHoney on Twitter.

"The whole course has been 
incredibly fascinating. Bees are 
quite complex," Chris told East 
End Life. 





I KOYES Miah is a volunteer for Poplar HARCA and Rosy Povey and Terri Calbraith, who 
work for the housing association, look after two rooftop hives in Poplar. 

"The bees start producing honey at the beginning of spring," Koyes said. 

"The bees come out of the hive and start foraging for nectar and pollen, the 
queen starts laying eggs and, between them, they 
make honey." 

The honey is sold and raffled at various community 
events. Rosy said that it sells out very quickly. 

"It's in high demand," she told East End Life. 

Terri said there was much to learn on their beekeeping train- 
ing course. 

"I thought all bees were bumblebees," she said. 

"I didn't know that there are so many different types 
of bees and, generally, they aren't aggressive as long 
as they don't think you are a threat. Just don't wave 
your arms about."

Tempt your tastebuds 



Kinkao Thai is worth a trip or three

A TRIP to Kinkao Thai 
restaurant early on a 
Friday evening was 
evidently not the time to 
pitch up without a table 
booked. 

But that's exactly what we'd 
done. Waitresses in flame- 
coloured dresses kindly informed 
our party we'd have to wait two 
hours for a seat. 

A return visit was penciled in 
for the following week and, in 
the meantime, anticipation had 
grown high. 

Inside Kinkao, a contemporary 
feel greets visitors. A cool white 
and red colour scheme, like the 
waitresses' traditional clothes, 
met a music-less and spacious 
dining area. 

If the joint was stripped-back, 
the menu was anything but. 

From a huge and varied menu, 
I panicked a little on an unad- 
venturous starter choice. I'd 
gone for satay kai, 
satay chicken in other words. 

Meanwhile my somewhat 
braver guest went for the tom 
yum seafood. 

He'd had the classic, spicy 
Thai soup before on a visit to 
Thailand and this one - full of 
lime and lemon-grassy kicks - 


was his favourite yet. Mean- 
while my kai skewers came 
with a thick, tasty peanut sauce. 

However, the chicken breast 
didn't quite match the dip - the 
meat wasn't the most tender 
and the slabs were quite thin. 

Still, the mains promised 
much and our waitress - who 
was, slightly confusingly, from 
Brazil - had barely cleared our 
starters before we were pre- 
sented with mains - pad khing 
lamb and sua rong hai, accom- 


panied by a portion of sticky rice. 

In what made a refreshing 
break from your standard fried 
rices, we had to unpack the 
curious, blocky beast from a 
piping hot bag. 

The stand-out main was the 
grilled sua rong hai, a tender, 
sliced beef joint, bedded on veg 
and coated in a delicious mar- 
inated sauce with a fiery chilli 
dip on the side. 

The lamb stir fried pad khing 
was also awash with flavours - 


they seem to have the mix of 
sauces down to a tee. Chunky, 
crispy vegetables and 
mushrooms came with the 
lamb. 

The dinner, for two courses 
and a pair of red wines, cost 
twenty pounds each. 

All in all, Kinkao was a true 
success and we'd both agreed a 
second - or third - trip is already 
in the pipeline.

Rosemaxy and white chocolate 
panna cotta with honey roasted 
plums - serves 4 


Ingredients 

600ml double cream 
4 sprigs fresh rosemary 
1 vanilla pod 
250g white chocolate 


1 sheet leaf gelatine 

6 plums, halved and stones 
removed 

2 tbsp clear honey 
20g butter, diced 


Method 

1. Put the cream and rosemary 
in a small saucepan. Split the 
vanilla pod, scrape out the beans 
and add to the pan. Heat until 
nearly boiling and simmer for 
another 5 minutes. 

2. Remove from the heat and set 
aside to cool. This allows the 
rosemary to infuse it's flavour 
in to the cream. 

3. Melt the white chocolate in 
a heatproof bowl over a pan of 
simmering water. 

4. Soak the gelatine for 5 min- 
utes or as per pack instructions. 

5. Sieve the cream, removing the 


rosemary and vanilla pod. 

6. Slowly pour the cream in to 
the melted chocolate, gently 
mixing it together. Drain the 
gelatine, squeezing out excess 
water, and mix with the cream. 

7. Divide into 6 individual 
moulds. Chill until set. 

8. Pre-heat the oven to 200°C. 
Arrange the plums open side up 
and place a knob of butter in- 
side the hole left by the stone. 
Drizzle with honey. Cook for 20 
minutes. Remove the panna 
cotta by dipping the bottom of 
the mould in hot water. Serve 
with plums.

A GRADE II listed ware- 
house, which has been 
closed to the public for over 
200 years, is being brought 
back to life as affordable 
studios for artists. 

Pennington Street Warehouse 
is the only substantial building 
to survive from the former 
London Dock. 

The two-storey, brick-built 
structure was constructed be- 
tween 1804 and 1806 and used 
for the storage of imported 
goods held in bond. 

When the area ceased being 
used as commercial docks in 
the 1980 s, News International 
acquired the site for its news- 
paper offices and print works. 

Now, the warehouse is a key 
building in the London Dock 
masterplan by developer St 
George, which will deliver 1,800 
homes, more than 200,000 sq 
ft of commercial space, six acres 
of public realm and 90 artists' 
studios. 

The warehouse will be 
restored and brought back into 
use with a mix of retail, restau- 
rants, galleries and offices. 

Craig Carson, managing direc- 
tor of St George City, said: "The 
warehouse will be the commer- 
cial heart of the London Dock 
development. 

"This fantastic vaulted build- 
ing, with a rich history of trade 
and enterprise, will deliver 
incredible space to help young 
creative talent make the mas- 
terpieces of the future.” 


'It was everything I wanted’

FOUR apprentices got 
permanent jobs in con- 
struction after taking part 
in a training programme 
run by a local housing 
association. 

Courtney, Xavier, D'Arcy and 
Reubin have been working for 
construction company Durkan 
to help build a care scheme for 
older people. 

They were recruited through 
the Joe Brennan Construction 
Training Programme, which is 
run in partnership with hous- 
ing organisation East Thames. 

Each of the apprentices has a 
different specialism. Courtney, 
24, who lives on the Ocean 
Estate in Stepney, is using the 
apprenticeship to further his 
experience in carpentry after a 
difficult time in his life. 

"I was homeless when I 
came out of jail and my whole 
focus was to get into work,” 
Courtney said. 

"I went to a recruitment 
service and was like look, I'm 
straight now, I want to get into 
work. They put my CV forward 
and I was interviewed. The 
interviewer said: T can see that 
you're serious about this'. He 
took me on in May 2014 and I'm 
almost finished now.” 

Paul McCrea, community 
liaison manager for Durkan, 
said: "The ethos of East Thames 
Group and the way it invests in

the construction profession is so 
important to the community. 

"These young people receive 
professional support and earn 
a real living wage - much more 
than on standard apprentice- 
ships.

"This apprenticeship model is 
a fantastic example of good prac- 
tice. It's great to see a housing 


association delivering a training 
programme in this way.” 

Reubin, 21, an East Thames 
resident who was previously 
unemployed, completed a 
course in electrical installation. 

"I'd been trying to get into 
construction but the problem 
was, the first thing they ask is 
have you got any experience,” 
Reubin said. 

"I saw the description of this 


apprenticeship and it was every- 
thing I wanted. It was good tim- 
ing, something I've been waiting 
for, for a really long time.” 

Each has now got a job, 
which they will start after they 
complete their apprenticeships 
this summer. 

To congratulate them, East 
Thames gifted each with a 
voucher to spend on tools for 
their new careers. 


John Bryson, employment 
and inclusion manager for East 
Thames, said: "Our partnerships 
have helped us fulfil our com- 
mitment to providing quality 
training opportunities locally. 

"It's great to see these appren- 
tices succeed. Opportunities 
like this don't only benefit the 
individual, it helps to work to- 
wards a more prosperous future 
and a multi-skilled community.”

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
